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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The computer moving image file tied girl gets enema.mpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication promotes and supports the use of excrement in association with sexual conduct 
and tends to promote and support the use of violence to compel women to submit to sexual 
conduct. The material is intended for the sexual titillation of viewers. The short clip depicts the 
forced use of enemas on an unwilling woman. The practice is used to induce defecation. Although 
this is not shown, the context is sexual and the scenario is presented as pleasurable and arousing. 
The publication therefore encourages and legitimates the use of excrement as a sexual practice. The 
presentation of violence as an erotic element of the clip tends to encourage attitudes that lead to 
sexual violence. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression as set out in section 
14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, however, with 
Parliament's intention in the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 that 
publications which promote and support the use of urine and excrement in association with sexual 
conduct, and which tend to promote and support the use of violence to compel a person to submit 
to sexual conduct, are objectionable. 
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
